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PREFACE. 






NO fMurt of Cbristiaii worship is more plainly wammtod 
bj the Oracles of God, than the ordinance of the tinging 
0fp«dm9. The ancient Hebrews practised it at the Red 
sea, before their system of ceremonial worship was prescribed 
them by God, Exod. xv. It was preferred to the most 
pompous sacrifices, eren while the ceremonial observances 
temained in their Tigow, Psal. Ixix. 30, 31. The divine 
obligatioa to it, remained in full force, when the ceremonial 
law, with all its rites, was abolished, Psal. xlvii. 1. 5, 6, 
7. IznL 4. and c. 1. 4. Eph. v. 19. with ii. 14, 15. Col iiL 
16, with ii. 16, 17. James v. 13. We have it enforced 
with the most engaging example of the angeU who kept 
their first estate, Job xxxviii. G, 7. Luke ii. 13, 14. Rev. 
▼.11, 12. — Of apostles and saints. Acts xvi. 25. 1 Cor. 
xiT. 15. Exod. XT. Judges ▼. Luke i. 1 Sam. ii. Isa. 
XXXV. 10. Jer.xxxi. 12, Rev. iv.8, 9. v. 9. 10. vii. 10. 12. 
xiv. 3. XV. 3. and xix. 1 — 7. Nay, of our Redeemer himself, 
Matt. xxvi. 30. Thisexercise, performed in a manner suited 
to ^e dignity of the glorified state, will be the everlasting 
employ of esteblished angels and ransomed men, Isa. xxvi. 
19. U. 11. Rev. V. 9— 13. 

Nor is this exercise of inconsiderable usefulness. The 
whole glories of Jehoyah, as made known to creatures, and 
all the wonders of his creating power, his redeeming love, 
and providential care, belong to its extensive theme. It is 

S^ therefore an excellent means of conveying holy instructions, 

Col iii. 16.; of inspiring heavenly afifections, Psal. Ivii. 
7, 8. ; of recreating holy souls, James v. 13. ; and, in fine, 

^ of bearing up and comforting amidst grief and trouble. Acts 

xvi. S5. Psal. cxix. 54. And hence it is seasonable, not 

Q only in this valley of tears, but even in the most distressful 

mndiUon, Psal. ci. 1. Hab. iii. 17, 18. 

It is a duty which ought to be practised by every person 
M necret by himseif^ James v. 13. PsaL cxix. 62. 164. 
By «vaiy dmstiBn family and wciety, PsaL cxviii. 15. 
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Acts xri. 25. And in ereiy public worshipping lUMiemblj 
and congregation, Isa. zxxv. 1, 2. G. 10. liii. 7, 8, 9. and !!▼• 
1. £ph. T. 19. Col. ill. 16. Matt. zxvi. 30. 1 Cor.xiv. 26. 
Rev. V. 9, 10. xiv. 3. and xv. 3. 

This duty being of so much importance, we ought to 
perform it under the special influence of the Holy Ghost, 
1 Cor. xiv. 15. John iv. 24. With understanding of the 
warrantableiiess, matter, manner, and end of our praise, 
Psal. xlvii. 6, 7. 1 Cor. xiv. 15. With a holy ardour of 
affection and vigour of mind, Psal. Ivii. 10, and ciii. 1, 2. 
With grace in our heart, making melody therein to the 
Lord, £ph. v. 19. Col. iiL 16. In the name of Christ, as 
Mediator between God and us, CoL iii. 16, 17. 1 Pet. iL 
5. ; and with an earnest aim to glorify God, CoL iiL 16* 
1 Pet iv. 11. 1 Cor. x. 31. 

The matter ought to be prudentiy suited to our occasions 
and conditions, Psal. cxiL 5. Eph. v. 15. Nor ought the 
melody, or, in social worship, the harmony of voices to be 
overlooked, P^^cL 

No doubt, am may compose spiritual hymns for his own 
and others' religious recreation ; but to admit forms of hu- 
man composure into the stated and public worship of God, 
appears to me very improper. (1.) It is extremely danger- 
ous. Heresies and errors by this means may be, and often 
have been, insensibly introduced into churches, congregap 
tions, orfamil^s. (2.) There is no need of it The Holy 
Ghost hath, in the Psalms of David, and other scriptural 
songs, furnished us with a rich collection of Gospel doctrines 
and precious promises — an extensive fund of solid experi- 
ences — an exhaustless mine of Gospel grace end truth — an 
endless variety to suit every stite or condition in which 
either our own soul, or the church of Christ, can be upon 
earth. These were all framed by Hix who searcheth the 
hearts, and knows the deep things of God ; and hence must 
be better adapted to the case of souls or societies, than any 
private composition whatever. (3.) Though the Holy 
Ghost never saw meet to leave us a Uturgy of prayers; yet, 
from the poetical composition thereof, it is plain he intended 
tiiese psalms and songs for a ttanding form ofpraite in the 
church. It is certam, they were used in this manner under 
the Old Testament The Holy Ghost bath, under the New, 



phanVf directed us ta the use tbereof, Col. iii. 16. Eph. ▼, 
19.— The PSALMS, BTxns, and spiritual sokgs, there re- 
eoanmended, are plainly the same with the MizMORisr, 
TEBiLLiM, and SHiRix, mentioned in the Hebrew titles 
of David's Psalms, iii. iv. y. d:c— cxW. cxx. — cxxxiv. 

It hath been pretended, that the language and manner of 
these Psalms are not suited to the spiritual nature of our 
Gospel-worship. That, however, may as well be urged 
against the reading of them, as against the singing of them : 
nay, against the reading of a great part of the Old Testa- 
ment in our Christian worship. It is certain, many pas- 
sages in the Book of Psalms, or of other Scripture songs, 
are expressive of the exercises of faith, repentance, love, or 
tile like graces, which still remain of the tamefoimi as un- 
der the Old Testament The predictions are either accom- 
plished, and so may be sung to the honour of God's mercy 
and feithfalness; or, if not accomplbhed, may be sung in 
the hopes^ that God will accomplish them in his time. The 
histoiy of what God did for his Jewish servants and church, 
may be sung with admiration of his love, wisdom, power, 
and grace therein manifested. It is further to be considered, 
that much of what related to David, or the Jewish church, 
was typical of the character and concerns of Jesus Christ, 
and the Gospel church ; and so ought to be sung with a 
special application thereto. 

As for those Psalms which contain DtKUirciATiovs of 
divine vengeance upon the enemies of God and his church, 
we are to consider, that these expressions were dictated by 
the ipfallible Spirit of God ; that the objects of them were 
foresef^ to be irreconcilable enemies of Christ and his 
diurch ; that those who sing them, only applaud the equity 
of the doom which God hath juslly pronounced upon such 
offenders ; and that they are to be sung with a full persuasion 
of the event, as a certain, awful, and just display of the glory 
and tremendous justice of J shot ah. Though we ought, 
therefore, never to apply them to particular parties or per- 
sons who have injured^s, '^\ to decline using them, out of 
a pretence of charity, is to suppose ourselves wiser than 
HfM, whose understanding is infinite ; and more merciful 
than the Father of mercies, who is full of compassion, and 
delighteth in mercy. MoreoTer, as these external encmiosj 
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devoted to destruction, were in some sense raiblematle ef 
our spiritual enemies, within or without us, the passages 
may be sung with application to ourselves, as directed 
against these principaMtiea and poioers, and spiritual vnch* 
edneaaea in high places, with whom we have to .wrestle, 
while on earth, Eph. vi. 10 — 19. 1 Pet. v« 8, 9. Rom. 
viii. 13. Gal. v. 17—24. 

The Book of Psalms is one of the most extensive and 
useful in holy Scripture, as it is every where suited to the 
case of the saints. It is, at first, much mixed with complaints 
and supplications, and at last issues in pure and lasting 
praise. That Neman composed Psalm Ixxxviii, Ethan^ 
Psalm Ixxxix, and Moaea^ Psalm xc, is certain. — Whether 
those under the name of Aaaph, were mostly penned by 
him, or only assigned to be sung by him as a master of the 
temple music, as others were to Jeduthun, or to the sona 
of Korah, or other chief musicians, we cannot determine. 
Some, as Psalms Ixxiv. Ixxix. cxxvi. and cxxxvii, appear to 
have been composed after the begun captivity at Babylon ; 
but by whom we know not The rest, including those two 
marked with the name of Solomon, might be composed by 
David the sweet psalmist of Israel.* 

Twenty-five of the Psalms have no title at all ; and whe- 
ther the titles of the rest are of divine authority, is not al- 
together agreed. But when it is considered, that these titles 
every where appear in the Hebrew originals, and how often 
they serve as a key to the psalm, and are sometimes con- 
nected therewith by the accentuating points, there is no real 

* That the Hebrew originals are composed in a metric|d Ibrm, 
hath been almost universally agreed : but the laws and moesures 
of the poetry have not yet been clearly ascertained. It is not 
even reasonable to insi8t»they should correspond with those of 
the Greeks or Romans, and other nations of the West, whose 
idioms and manner of language are so remarkably different (t 
is certain, they as little agree with those of the dull and Insipid 
rhymes composed by the Jewish Rabbins. Some of the Psalms, 
no doubt for the more easy retention ^hereof in the memory, are 
composed of verses or sentences be ghirfl l^ according to the order 
of the Hebrew alphabet. In this drd^ every sentence of the 
111th and 112th Psalms begins with a new letter. Almost every 
verse of the 25ih, 34th, anif 145th, begins in the same ordrr. But 
in the 119th every eight verses begin with the tame Hebrew 
letter, in the like alphabetical order. 



groimd %o sQspect their autbenticity. Nor are interpreters 
agreed with respect to &e signification of some of the He* 
brew words standing in these titles. We think that Maschu 
always signifies, that the psalm is designed for instruction, 
as Psalms xxxii. zlii. xliii. xlv. lii. liiL liv. Iv. Ixxiv. ixxviii. 
IxxxTiiL Ixxxix. Michtam denotes, ihe precious or ^roid^n 
nature of the psalm, as xvi. Ivi. — ^Ix. Al-tascbith, that the 
scope of the psalm is to deprecate destniction, lvii.-^lix. Mutjk* 
LABBEir, that the psalm was composed on the occasion of 
the death of Jus aout or of GoliaJi, the dueliiat, Psal. ix. 
AiJELETB Shahah, that its subject is Jesus Christ, the hind 
of the moniing, PsaL xxii* Jovath-eleii-rechokim, that 
David is therein represented as a mute dove among foreigW' 
ert, PsaL Ivi. Shoshanvim; Shoshanvim-edctr ; or 
SausHAN-EDUTH ; may either signify that Christ and his 
people, who are UUe9, or lilies of the congregation or tetti" 
mon^i are the subject of it; or that it was sung on an instru- 
ment of six strings. Psalms xlv. Ix. Ixix. Ixxx. ; as Shemi- 
xiTB denotes an instrument of eight strings. Psalms vi. xii. 
Mabalath may either signify the disease, and Mabalatb 
Leakoto the ajflicting disease ; or it may signify a wind 
instrument of music. Psalms liii. Ixxzviii. NEoiifATR,and 
Kkoikotb, denote stringed instruments of music. Psalms 
iv. Ixi. &C. Nebilotb, wind ones, Psalm v. GittetBi 
a musical instrument or tune, invented at Gath, Psalms 
viii. Ixxxi. Ixxxiv. Ala moth, the virginals, or a song to 
be sung by the virgins, Psal. xlvi. Suiooaion, or Srioio* 
HOTB, may denote the diversified matter or tune of the psalm, 
Psal. vii. The 120th, and fourteen next following, are called 
sovos OP DEOEEES; perhsps because they were sung on the 
different steps of the temple stairs ; or were sung at certain 
halts made by David and the Israelites, when they brought 
up the ark of God from Kiijalh-jearim to Jerusalem ; or were 
sung by the Hebrews at their different rests, when thej 
Eame up from the country to their three solemn feasts; or 
were partly sung by the Jews at their different halts, in their 
'etum from Babylon. 

The Hebrews divided this Book into Jive, ending with 
Psalms xli. Ixxii. Ixxxix. cvi, and cl. ; the first four of which 
ftre concluded with ambit. Interpreters have attempted 
to arrange or class the Psalms into a variety of different 
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forms : To me it appears not improper, to distinguish them 
into, 

J. IvsTRvcTiTE, whlch are either, (1) Hittorical, relat- 
ing what God had done for the psalmist or for the Jewish 
nation, &c. ; as Psalms 18th, 68th, 78th, 104th, 105th, 106th, 
ll4th, 135th, 136th, most of which are also eucharittic: 
Or, (2) Doctrinal^ declaring and explaining the principle! 
and duties of religion, as Psalms 1st, 14th, 15th, 19th,36thy 
37th, 49th, 50th, 53d, 64th, 76th, 77th, 78th, 8Ut, 82d, 
90th, 101st, 112th, 119th, 127th, 131st, 13dd, 139th. 

II. Prophetic, foretelling events relative to Christ or 
his church ; as Psalms Sd, 8th, 16th, 21st, 22d, 24th, 29th, 
40th, 45th, 47th, 48th, 67th, 68tb, 69th, 72d, 87th, 89th, 
93d, 9.5th, 96th, 97th, 98th, 100th, 110th, 117th, 132d, 
149th ; not a few of which are also eucharittie, 

III. Co^soLATOBT, lu which the psalmist comforts him- 
self and others in the promises, perfections, or works of God; 
as Psalms 4th, Uth, 23d, 27th, 31st, 37th, 46th, 58th, 73d, 
91st, 121st, 125th, 128th, 129th. 

IV. Petitout, in which he bewails his own, or the 
church's condition, and supplicates deliverance ; as Psalms 
dd, 5th, 6th, 7th, 10th, 12th, 13th, 17th, 20th, 25th, 26tb, 
87th, 28th, 3.5th, 38th, 41st. 42d, 4dd, 44th, 51st, 6^^ 
65th, 57th, 59th, 60th, 61st, 63d, 64th, 70th, 71st, 74th, 
79th, 80th, 83d, 85th, 86th, 88th, 102d, 109th, 120th, 123d, 
130th, 132d, 137th, 140th, 141st, 142d, 143d. Seven of 
these, in which the psalmist makes confession of his sin, 
Tiz. Psalms 6th, 32d, 38th, 51st, 102d, 130th, 143d, are 
called penitentiaL 

v. EvcHARiSTic, in which he stirs up himself and 
others to praise and thank the Lord for his favours; as 
Psalms 9th, 18th, 30th, 33d, 34th, 60th, 65th~68th, 99th, 
103d, lO'Uh, 105th, 106th, 107th, 108th, 111th, 113th, 
115th, 116th, 117th, 118th, 122d, 124th, IHlst, 134th, 
135th, 136th, i38th, 144th, 145th, 146th, 147th, 148th, 
149th, 150th. 

But, indeed, historical narratives, doctrinal instructions, 
prophecies, consolations, supplications, praises and thanks- 
givings, are often so pleasantly and profitably connected in 
tne same psalm, that it is difficult to assign it to one classy 
xather than to another : And what is hittdrical, as it reUtet 



to Dsvid and tke Jewish church, is often typical^ and m 
prophetiCt bs it relates to Jesus Christ and the Gospel 
churehf or heavenly state. Many, too, of the supblicatiofu 
respecting deliverances from, or the destruction of enemies, 
are to he considered as real preiUctiona of the events ; th<^ 
t>eing dictated hy the inspiration of Him who can declare 
Me end from the b^inninff. 



ExtracU from Biihop ffonu*9 Pre/ace to his Cmnmentary 

on the Psalmt, 

A WORK of the utmost importance still remains, which 
it is the business of Theology to undertake and execute : 
MDce, with respect to the Old Testament, and the Psalter 
more especially, a person may attain a critical and gram- 
matical knowledge of them, and yet continue a Jew, with a 
▼eil upon his heart ; an utter stranger to that sense of the 
holy books, evidently intended, in such a variety of instan- 
ces, to bear testimony to the Saviour of the world ; that 
sense, which is styled, by the Divines, the prophetical, 

JCTAlfOSLICilL, MYSTICAL, Or SPIRITUAL SeUSe. 

It may not be amiss, therefore, to ran through the Psalter, 
and point out some of the more remarkable passages, which 
are cited from thenee by our Lord and his apostles, and ap- 
plied to matters evangelicaL 

No sooner have we opened the bock, but the sscoirn 
Psalm presenteth itself, to a^ll appearance, as an inauguration 
hymn, composed by David, the anointed of Jkuovau, when 
by him crowned with victory, and placed triumphant on the 
sacred hill of Zion. But let us turn to Acts iv. 25., and 
there we find the. apostles, with one voice, declaring the 
psalm to be descriptive of the exaltation of Jesus Christ, and 
of the opposition raised against his Gospel, both by Jew and 
Gentile. 

In the EIGHTH Psalm we imagine the writer to be setting 
forth the pre-eminence of man in general, above the rest of 
the creation ; but by Heb. ii. 6. we axe informed, that the 
•Dprentacy eonfiBfred on the second Adam, the man Christ 
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Jesus, over all things in heaven and earth, is the saljeel 
there treated of. 

St. Peter stands up, Acts ii. 25. and preaches the re- 
surrection of Jesus from the latter part of the sixteeitth 
Psalm ; and lo, three thousand souls are converted by the 
sermon. 

Of the EioHTEEXTH Psalm we are told, in the course of 
the sacred history, 2 Sam. xxii. that " David spake before 
the Lord the words of that song, in the day that the Lord 
delivered him out of the hand of uU his enemies, and out 
of the hand of Saul." Yet in Rom. xv. 9, the 50th verse 
of that Psalm is adduced as a proof, that '* the Gentiles 
should glorify Qiod for his mercy in Jesus Christ ; as it is 
written. For this cause will I confess to thee among the 
Gentiles, and sing unto thy name." 

In the ^isTETEEKTH Psalm, David seems to be speaking 
of the material heavens, and their operations only, when he 
says, <* Their sound is gone out into all the earth, and their 
words unto the ends of the world." But St. Paul, Rom. x. 
18. quotes the passage to show, that the Gospel had been 
universally published by the apostles. 

The TWENTT-SEcoND Psalm Christ appropriated to him- 
self, by beginning it in the midst of his suffering on the 
cross — " My God, my God," &c. Three other verses of it are, 
'u the New Testament, applied to him ; and the words of the 
0th verse were actually used by the chief-priests, when they 
reviled him—" He trusted in God," &c Matt. ixviL 43. 

When David saith, in the fortieth Psalm, ** Sacrifice 
and offering thou didst not desire — Lo, I come to do thy 
will ;" we might suppose him only to declare, in his own 
l>erson, that obedience is better than sacrifice. But from 
Heb. X. 5. we learn, that Mesnah, in that place, speaketh 
of his advent in the flesh, to abolish the legal sacrifices, and 
to do away sin, by the oblation of himself, once for all. 

That tender and pathetic complaint, in the fortt-first 
Psalm, " Mine own fami'iar friend in whom I trusted, which 
did eat of my bread, hath lift up his heel against me," un« 
doubtedly might be, and probably was, originally uttered by 
David, upon the revolt of his old friend and counsellor, 
Ahitophel, to the party of his rebellious son Absalom. But 
we are certain, from John ziii. 18. that this scripture 
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iUfilled, when Christ was betrayed by his apostate disciple 
— '^ I speak not of you all ; 1 know whom I have chosen ; 
Imt that the scriptures may be fulfilled, He that cateth 
bread with me, hath lift up bis heel against me" 

The FORTT-FouRTH Psalm we mustsuppose to haye been 
written on occasion of a persecution, under which the church 
at that time laboured ; but a verse of it is cited, Rom. viiL 
86. as expressive of what Christians were to suffer, on their 
blessed Master's account ; " As it is written, For thy sake 
are we killed all the day long ; we are counted as sheep 
appointed to be slain/' 

A quotation from the fortt-ftfth Psalm, in Heb. i. 8. 
certifies us, that the whole is addressed to the Son of 
God ; and therefore celebrates his spiritual union with the 
church, and the happy fruits of it 

The sixTT-EiGHTii Psalm, though apparently conversant 
about Israelitish victories, the translation of the ark to Sion, 
and the services of the tabernacle ; yet does, under those 
figures, treat of Christ^s resurrection, his going up on high, 
leading captivity captive, pouring out the gifU of the Spirit, 
erecting his church in the world, and enlarging it by the 
accession of the nations to the faith ; as will be evident to 
any one, who considers the force and consequence of the 
Apostle's citation from it, p!ph. iv. 7, 8. ** Unto every one 
of us is given grace, according to the measure of the gift of 
Christ. Wherefore he saith, When he ascended up on 
high, he led captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men." 

The sixTY-NiiTTH Psalm is five times referred to in the 
Gospels, as being uttered by the prophet, in the person of 
Messiah. The imprecations, or rather predictions, at the 
latter end of it, are applied, Rom. xi. 9, 10. to the Jews ; 
and to Judas, Acts i. 20. ; where the 109th Psalm is also 
cited, as prophetical of the sore judgments which should 
befal that arch traitor, and the wretched nation, of which he 
was an epitome. 

St Matthew, informing us, chap. xiii. 34. that Jesus 
spake to the multitude in parables, gives it as one reason 
why he did so, " That it might be fulfilled which was spo- 
ken by the prophet, (Psalm Ixxviii. 2.) I will open my 
mouth in a parable: I will utter things which have been 
kept secret firom the foundation of the world," 
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The irnriTT-FiBST Psalm was applied, by the tempter, f» 
Messiah : ner did our Lord object to the i^ppiicatioo, but 
only to the false inference, wblch his adversary snggested 
from it, Matt Iv. 6, 7. 

The KiNBTT-TiFTH Psalm is explained at large in Heb. 
iii. iv. as relative to the state and trial of Christians in ths 
world, and to their attainment of the heavenly resL 

The cxth Psalm is cited by Christ himself. Matt, xtit 
44. as treating of his exaltation, kingdom, and priesthood. 

The f^xYiiUi Psalm, connsting only of ttvo verses, is ec^ 
ployed, Rom. xv. 11. to prove that the Gentiles were one 
day to praise God for the mercies of redemption. 

The 22</ verse of the oxviiith Psahn, " The stone whidi 
the builders refused,'* &c is quoted six different times M 
spoken of our Saviour. 

And, lastly, " the fruit of David*s body," which God is said* 
in the cxxxiid Psalm, to have promised that he would ** place 
upon his throne," is asserted. Acts ii. 30. to be Jent» Chrut» 

These citations, lying dispersed through the scriptures of 
the New Testament, are oflen suffered by common readers 
to pass unnoticed. And many others content themselves 
with saying, that they aremadein a sense of accommodation, 
as passages may be quoted from poems or histories merely 
human, for the illustration of truths, of which their authors 
never thought. 

But not to inquire, at present, whether passages are not 
sometimes cited in this manner, surely no one can attent> 
ively review the above collection of New Testament cita- 
tions from the Book of Psalms, as tliey have been placed 
together before him, without perceiving, that the Psalms are 
written upon a divine, preconcerted, prophetical plan, and 
contain much more than, at first sight, they appear to do. 
They are beautiful without, but all glorious within, lik« 
** apples of gold in pictures (or net work-^ascs) of silver," 
Prov. XXV. 11. The brightness of the casket attracts our 
attention, till, through it, upon a nearer approach, we di»> 
cover its contents. And then, indeed, it mi^ be said to 
have " no glory, by reason of the glory that so far excel* 
leth." Very delightful and profitable they are, in their lite* 
*al and historical sense, which well repayeth all the paim 
taken to come at it. Bnt that once obtained, a fartlwt 
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•oene begms to open upon ui, and sll th» blMsags oi ikm 
Goqiel prevent themselves to the eye of faith. So that the 
expositor ie as a travelier ascending an eminence, aeilher 
unfruitful, nor unpleasant; at the top of which when he is 
arrived, he beholds, like Moses from the summit of mount 
I^ebo, a more lovely and extenuve prospect lying beyond 
it, and stretching away to the utmost bounds of the ever- 
lasting hills. He seea valleys covered over with com, 
blooming gardens, and verdant meadows, with flocks and 
herds feeding by rivers of water; till ravished with the eighty 
he cries out, as St Peter did, at the view of his Masler'f 
giozy, ** It is good to be here !'' 

It is obvious, that every part of the Psalter, when expl^ 
caled according to this scriptural and primitive method, is 
rendered universally ** profitable, for doctrine, for reproof^ 
for correction, for instruction in righteousness ;" and the 
propriety immediately appears of ite having alwaya hem 
used in the devotional way, both by the Jewish and the 
f^hiistian Church. "With regard to the Jews, Bishop 
|!handler very pertinently remarks, that ** they must have 
understood David their prince to have been a fgure of 
Me%9iQh. They would not otherwise have made Us Psalms 
part of their d^ly worship ; nor would David have deliver- 
ed them to the diurch, to be so employed, were it not to 
instruct and support them in the knowledge and belief of 
this fundamental article. Was the Messias not concern- 
ed in the Psalms, it were absurd to celebrate, twice a day, 
in their public devotions, the events of one man's life, who 
was deceased so long ago, as to have no relation now to 
the Jews, and the circumstonces of their affairs ; or to tran- 
scribe whole passages from them into their prayers, for the 
coming of the Messiah." Upon the same principle, it is 
easily seen, that the objections which may seem to lie 
against the use of Jewish services, in Christian congregSi- 
tions, cease at once. Thus, it may be said. Are we con* 
cemed with the affairs of David and of Israel 1 Have we 
any thing to do with the ark and the temple 1-^They are 
BO more. Are we to go up to Jerusalem, and to worship 
on Sion ? — ^They are desolated, and trodden under foot by 
the Turks. Are we to sacrifice young bullocks, aocording 
to the law 1— -The law is abolished never to be observed 

B 
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again. Do we pray for victoTy over Moab, Edom, and 
Philistia ; or for deliverance from Babylon 1 — There are no 
such nations, no such places in the world. What then do 
we mean, when taking such expressions into our mouths, 
we utter them in our own persons^ as parts of our devotions^ 
before God 1 Assuredly we must mean a spiritual Jerusa- 
lem and Sion ; a spiritual ark and temple ; a spiritual law ; 
spiritual sacrifices; spiritual victories; spiritual enemieis; 
all described under the old names, which are still retained, 
though ** old things are passed away, and all things are to 
become new." By substituting Messiah for David, the 
Gospel for the law, the church Christian for that of Israel, 
and the enemies of the one for those of the other, the Psalms 
are made our own. Nay, they are with more fulness and 
propriety applied now to the substance, tlian they wero of 
old to the ** shadow of good things then to come:*' And 
therefore, ever since the commencement of the Christian 
era, the church hath chosen to celebrate the Gospel mys» 
teries in the -words of these ancients hymns, rather than to 
compose for that purpose new ones of her oton. For, let 
it not pass unobserved, that when, upon the first publication 
of the Gospel, the apostles had occasion to utter their 
transports of joy, on their being counted worthy to suffer 
for the name of their dear Lord and Master, which was then 
opposed by Jew and Gentile, they brake forth into an ap> 
plication of the second Psalm to the transactions then be- 
before their eyes. (See Acts iv. 25.) The primitive Chris- 
tians constantly followe<l this method, in their devotions : 
and particularly, when, delivered out of the hands of perse- 
cuting tyrants, by the victories of Constantine, they praised 
God for his goodness, and the glorious success and establish- 
ment of Christ^s religion, no words were found so exquisite- 
ly adapted to the purpose as those of David, in the xcviith, 
xcviiith, and other Psalms — '^ Sing unto the Lord a new 
song; sing unto the Lord, all the earth. Sing unto the 
Lord, and praise his name : be telling of his salvation from 
day to day. Declare his honour unto the heathens, his 
worship unto all people,*' &c. &'c. In these and the like 
Psalms, WE continue to praise God, for all his spiritual mer 
cies in Christ, to this day. 
The Psahns, thus applied, have advantages which no fresh 
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ecoipositions, howeyer finely executed, can possibly haTe ; 
nnoe, besides their incomparable fitness to express our sen- 
timents, they are, at the same time, memorials of, and ap» 
peals to former mercies and deliverances ; they are acknow- 
ledgments of prophecies accomplished ; they point out the 
connexion between the Old and New Dispensations, there- 
by teaching us to admire and adore the wisdom of God dis- 
played in both; and furnishing, while we read or sing them, 
an inexhaustible variety of the noblest matter that can en- 
gage the contemplations of man. 

Very few of the Psalms, comparatively, appear to be 
■imply prophetical, and to belong only to Messiah, without 
the intervention of any other person. Most of them, it is 
apprehended, have a double sense ; which stands upon this 
ground and foundation, that the ancient patriarchs, prophets, 
priests, and kings, were typical characters, in their several 
offices, and in the more remarkable passages of their lives, 
their extraordinary depression^, snd miraculous exaltations, 
foreshowing Him who was to arise, as the Head of tt^ie holy 
family, the great Prophet, the true Priest, the everlasting 
King. «.The Israeli tish polity, and the law of Moses, were 
purposely framed after the example and shadow of things 
spiritual and heavenly ; and the events, which happened to 
the ancient people of God, were designed to shadow out 
parallel occurrences, which should afterwards take place, In 
the accomplishment of man's redemption, and the rise and 
progress of the Christian church. For this reason, the 
Psalms composed for the use of Israel, and Israel's monarch, 
and by them accordingly used at the time, do admit of an 
application to us, who are now " the Israel of God," and to 
our Redeemer, who is the King of this Israel. 

Nor will this seem strange to us, if we reflect, that the 
same Divine Person, who inspired the Psalms, did also 
foreknow and predispose all events, of which he intended 
them to treat. And hence it is evident, that the spiritual 
sense is, and must be peculiar to the Scriptures ; because, 
of those persons and transactions only, which are there men- 
tioned and recorded, can it be affirmed, for certain, that they 
were designed to be figurative. 

What is said in the Psalms occasionally of the law, and its 
oeiemomeSf sacrifices, ablutions, and purifications ; oi th« 
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Ubemade and temple^ with the servieeg therein performed ; 
and of the Aaronical priesthood, — all this Christians trans* 
fer to the nevf laio ; to the oblation of Christ ; to justifica- 
tion by his btood, and sanctification by his Spirit ; to the 
true tabernacle, or temple, not made with hands ; and to 
what was therein done for the salvation of the world, by 
Hix who was, in one respect, a sacrifice ; in another, a tem- 
ple ; and in a third, a '* High-Priest for ever, after the or* 
der of Melchisedek." That such wafi the intention of these 
legal figures, is declared at large in the' Epistle to the He« 
In^ews ; and they are of great assistance to us now, in form- 
ing our ideas of the realities to which they correspond, 
" Under the Jewish economy," says the excellent Mr. Pas« 
cal, *' truth appeared, but in figure ; in heaven it is open, 
and without a veil ; in the church militant it is so veiled as 
to be yet discerned by its correspondence to the figure. As 
the figure was first built upon the truth, so the truth is now 
dislinguidhable by the figure." 

Let us stop, for a moment, to contemplate 'the true cha* 
meter of these sacred hymns. 

Greatness confers no exemption from the cares and wt* 
rows of life. Its share of them frequently bears a melan- 
choly proportion to its exaltation. This the Israelitish 
monarch experienced. He sought in piety that peace 
which he could not find in empire, and alleviated the dis- 
quietudes of state with the elercises of devotion. His inva- 
hiable Psalms Convey those comforts to others, which they 
afibrded to himself. Composed upon particular occasions, 
yet designed for general use ; delivered out as services for 
Israelites under the law, yet no less adapted Uy the circum- 
stances of Christians under the Gospel ; they present religion 
to us in the most engaging dress; communicating truths 
which philosophy could never investigate, in a style which 
poetry can never equal ; while history is made the vehicle 
of prophecy, and creation lends all its charms to paint Uie 
glories of redemption. Calculated alike to profit and to 
please, they inform the understanding, elevate the affections, 
and entertain the imagination. Indited under the influence 
•f Him, to whom all hearts are known, and all events fore- 
known, they suit mankind in all situations, grateful as tbs 
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manna which descended from above, and which conformed 
itself to every palate. The fairest productions of human wit, 
ailer a few perusals, like gathered flowers, wither in our 
hands, and lose their fragrancy ; hot these unfading plants 
of paradise, become, as we are accustomed to them, still more 
and more beautiful ; their bloom appears to be daily height- 
ened ; fresh odours are emitted, and new sweets extracted 
from them. He who hath once tasted their excellencies, 
wilt desire to taste them again ; and he who tastes them

Peihapft this paalm was added hy Ezra, or whoeyerelse wai the 
ootiector of the othera into one book. We have represented 
to us in it, (1.) The character of the godly ; how holy they are, 
abstaining from every temptation to, or appearance of evil ;.and 
with pleasure meditating on, and endeavouring to fulfil the 
whole law of God, yer. 1, 2. * and how happy, planted in the 
nearest fellowship with Jesus, the River of lAjey they prosper 
in their lawful attempts: They never fall from their srace or 
profession ; and they shall stand with approbation at the judg- 
jnent-seat of God, ver. 3. (2.) The sinfulness and misery of the 
wicked : How different from, and contrary to the godly in their 
inclinations, compmions, exercises, and ends! How tight and 
unsubstantial, as choiC and ready to be hurled by the storms 
of infinite wrath, into the depths of hell, as cast and condemned 
in the righteous judgment of God ! ver. 4, 6. <3.) The great 
reason ofthe happiness of sa'mts, and of the misery of idnners: 
The Lord loveth the righteous, and observes and approves 
their inclinations and behaviour ; but, as an enemy, he brings 
destructive vengeance upon the wicked, ver. 6. 

While I sing these important lines, let my soul liA up her eyes to 
that great pattern of perfection, JESUS, the man of God*s right 
hand, who was hoiv, harmless, undefiled, and separate from 
•inners ; and who fulfilled all righteousness, magnified the law, 
and made it honourable for men — for me. United to his per- 
son, clothed with his righteousness, and all inflamed and ani- 
mated with his redeemme love shed abroad in my heart, let 
me examine myself as in his sight ; let me walk in him as mv 

' way, and follow him as my pattern and guide : Let ma with 
solemn awe look to, and prepare for his ]ast» his eternal judg- 
ment ! 

! That man hath perfect blessedness^ 
who walketh not asti'ay 
In counsel of ungodly men,

Behold what ruin 
ana wo they draw upon themselves by their attempts I ver. 
1—5. 9. (2.) Behold how, notwithstanding all their raging 
malice and furious opposition, Jehovah instals our lledeemer 
King in his church, and infallibly fixeth him on his throne f 
avows him his only begotten Son, and gives unto him the 
Gentiles for his people ! ver. 6— & (i.) Behold Jehovah's de- 
mand of serious consideration and fear of, joy in, and trusty 
obedience and love to his exalted Son, ver. $-~12. 
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Whfle I aiiig, let me remark the horrid natnre of sin ; let mB 
. with broken heart, bewail my neglect of, and opposition to 
Jesus Christ Let me with wonder bless his name, that I have 
not already perished in mine iniquity.

He recollects, how, on former occasions, his trou- 
bles had driven him to his prayere ; how he had alwasrs found 
God ready to hear and grant his requests { how safe and easy 
he had lived under his protection ; and how efiectually he had 
broken the power and restrained the malice of his enemies, 
ver. 4, 5. 7. T(4.) Triumphantly trusting in God, as the salva- 
tion f^d blessefidf his people, he silenceth all his fean,and 
poiuB forth his prayers for new protection and deliverance, ver.

To encourage them to the study of practica^Pidon, 
he remarks, what superlative satisfaction and rest himself had 
foond in familiar fellow^p with God, and in a believing 4e« 
pendance on hira, ver.

He is ready to help: He will in due time 
reckon with the wicked, and restrain their insolence . He will 
seasonably and effectually relieve his oppressed people : Hit 
words are pure, firm, and faithful ; and he will always secure 
a remnant for himself, ver. I — 5, 6, 7. 

In evil times, do thou, my soul, live on thy God. Walk humbly 
with thy God. Hope continually in thy God ; and rejoice in 
his new-covenant promises to men, — to me.

Bitter complaints of the number and raj^e of enemies, attended 
with exquisite agmiies of body and mind, and mingh^d with 
earnest prayers fi)r God's speedy supports, sutsistance, and 
powerful deliverance, ver. 11 — 21- 

While I sing these, let me behold the vileness, the criminality, 
the destructive influence of sin! Let me behold the sovereignty 
of God, who not or.ly scourgeth every son whom he rereiveth, 
but sprired not his only begotten Son, but delivered him up 
hr itt all ! Behold, how he hates how he punisheth our sin ! 
And what manner of kive he bestowed upon ob, that we might 
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be culled the aotm of God ! Behold, bow he cominendeth hii 
love unto iw, in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ died 
fi)r us ! And if Jesus, with patience bore such desertion, re- 
pruech. and distress ; let roe, in the firm faith that he did all 
KMT me. and that God is mine, and maketh all thin^ work Sbr 
my good, study an unhampered resignation to his will. 

ir. By the typical exaltation of David, and the increase, happi- 
ness, honour, and duration of his kingdom, we have prefiguretl 
tlie glorious exaltation of our Redeemer; importing, That he 
should have a church among men ; that his Father should be 
glorified in them as well as m him; that his true subjecia 
should abound in prayer, praise, spiritual comfort, and everlast- 
ing life ; and that his church should be enlarged with multi- 
tildes of both Jews and Gentiles, and should, to his honour, 
and for his worship and service, continue to all generaiioosr 
ver. 22--31.

(2) His kingdom of grace — in the nature of it ; the gracious 
character ul its subjects; and their charter to their evertasiiiig 
happiness above, ver. 3---6. (3) Under the fi^re of a call to 
admit the ark, we have a solemn summons, isgued (brih bv 
God, for the heavens to receive Jesus, our glorious simI al- 
mighty Kii^, into their blissful abodes in his ascension ; and 
for us to receive him into our hearts and societies below, ver.

Ter. 1, 2. 4. 17. 22—27. (4) He predicts the destruction of his 
enemies, and the abounding of liis own comfort ; and in the 
views hereof, resolves to thaiili and praise the Lord, ver.

32. ; iliat 
the wicked, in the very heighi of their prosperitT, are near io 
destruction, while the riffhteous, even in iheir adversity, liave 
special protection Irnm God, and shall never be ruined, ver. 
S. 9. 10. la 15. 17. 20. 2a 33—40. ; and that God bath special 
blessines in store lor, and even in this life manifests distin* 
cuished kindness to, the righteous and their seed, ver. II. 1& 
18. 19. 22—25. 28, 29. 37. (2) Here are proper and effectiml 
lemedies to prevent sinful fretting at tne prosperity of tb« 
\vicked. or troubles of the godly, viz. hoping in God as oqr 
Saviour ; delighting in God as our roiupanion, friend and por* 
tion ; following hiro as our guide ; departing from evil and do* 
ing good ; waiting on the Lord, and keeping his way, ver. 9 

Be thou, my soul, an accurate observer, of the matter and dp* 
cumsiances of every providence. Carefully compare them oim 
viiik another; and all with the periections, covenailt, and pro- 
mises of God ; in order that thou may est never be offended 
thereat

(2) Sorrowful c omplaints of divihe desertion ; and 
of the prevalent power, cruelty, and derisive contempt of en** 
mies, ver. 9—16. (3) Solemn protestation of continued inte- 
grity, and uf ix)nstant adherence to the Lord's way,amidBt these 
manifold calamities, ver. 17—22. '4) Strong cries, with sup- 
plications and tears toXM, f<>r his merrifuT appearance for 
and granting her relief, ver.

10 the future state, 'ver. 6—14. (3) His attempt to comfort him- 
self and other saints, under the sense of their daily infirmities, 
and of the chastisements received on account of their sins; and 
against the slavish fears of death, and temptations arising from 
the prosperity of the wicked, ver. 5. 15 — 18.

(2) Bitter complaints of 
the oppression and impiety of his en.emies, ver. 3. (3) Hia 
triumphant consolation m the view of what God vvae to hiiii« 
and would do fur him. intermixed with holy resolutiooa to 
walee God for bis kindness, ver. 4 — 7. 

While Satan and my lusts, and the men of this world, unite to 
destn^ me, let me call on God. Let me he strong in the Lord^ 
and in the power of bis might Let me rejoice m him, who 
hath delivered, who doth deliver, and in whom I trust that 
he will deliver me.

salem, particularly Ahitophel, had behaved in so base and 
treacherous a manner, ver. 9—15. (3) Resolved on frequent 
and fervent prayer, he encourages himself and friends to trust 
in God for support and deliverance, and for the speedy destruc- 
tion of their enemies, however deceitful and bloody, yer. 16 
—23. 

While I sing, behold, my soul, as in a glass, how Jesus our Re- 
deemer, was hated, was betrayed, and murdered by his bre- 
thren of Judah, at Jerusalem ; and how the fearfiil vengeance 
of the Almighty overtook them., on that account And if I am 
oppressed, defamed, or persecuted, that I know not whither 
to flee ; if in cities, or by particular friends, wickedness and 
malice discover themselves, let me studjr resignation to the 
disposalsof Providence, and call upon God in the assured hopei 
that he will answer in due time.

Observe, (1) How deplora- 
ble the condition of these people of God was, when their ene- 
mies ra^ed asainst their dwellings, peiaons,and chamcters* 
and their God himself long oontinaed the tokens o€ his just 
displeasure, ver.

and for divine pity, paruon, and help to themselves, ver. 6— 111 
(3) The pleas wherewith they enforce their requests, viz. 
God's relation to them, as their God and shepherd ; and the 
tendency of wliat they asked to promote the declarative glory 
of his name, ver. 1. 6. 9, 10. 13. 

While I sing, let nay soul have a deep sympathy with the afiUct- 
ed members of (HirisL Let me bless nis holy name, that 1 am 
not in similar circumstancea. Let me lay before the Lord the 
spiritual ii\juries whirh Satan and my lusts have diooe to my 
soul, and to the church of God ; and let me cry earnestly foi 
his merr:iful rising up to destroy them, and |o show ma hii 
talvatioa.

and of the unhinging of their constitution, which God himself 
had fixed, when he brought them out of Egy^t, ver.

(4) The saint's 
Tequeat &r the establishment of God's kingdom in the world, 
yer. 8. 

While I sing, let me stand hi awe of Jchotah*b authority end 
presence. Let me remember I must he answerable to him 
in all my conduct. Let me be affected with my meaimesa 
and corruption. Let me revere magistrates as the deputiea 
itf God on earth. And in every station in which God hath

It contains, (I) A solema 
remonstrance to God concerning their malicious designs against 
bis church and honour, ver. 1 — 8. (2) Fervent supplications 
to God that he would defeat these attempts; protect and pre- 
serve his church ; humble his enemies, and glorify himself in 
the world, ver. 9-— 18. 

While I sing, let me be affected with the inward combinationi 
of my own lusis with Satan and the world, and with the 
joint endeavours of open enemies and naughty professors, 
against the church and interests of Christ ; and oommit the 
cause to God who judgeth righteously. 

1 Keep not, O God, we thee entreat,

(2) SuppUcations that further favours and 
deliverances may be speedily bestowed, ver. 4—7. (3) Firm 
expectations of a gracious answer, in the coming, mediation, 
and blessings, of the Messiah, ver. 8—13. 

While i sing, let my soul be affected with the toerci^ whidi I. 
which my country, which the church of God, havil «njoved. 
Let me oe therebjr encouraged to plead for more. Ana let 
me, without doubting, credit the pitmuses, and expect supply 
from the fulness of Christ.

1 — & (2) His feai^ 
ful denunciations of divine vengeance against his distinguish- 
•d foe ; that he should he deUvered into the hand of Sitan ;

6, 7, 8., direct him in the way 
of duty, ver. 8 — 10. ; quicken him in it, ver. 11. ; deliver him 
out of trouble, ver. 9. 11. ; and,- in fine, punish his peisecuton, 
Ycr. 12. 

What time my heart is overwhelmed, let God lead me to the 
Rock that is higher than I. Let me study to have my sin 
removed first, in Ojrder that my troubles may remove in da6 
order, and with a rich blessing.
